| lain Hyde and others whose. n have 

figured in thé inquiry into city deposits 
jin banks which loaned large sunis to the 
Cummins syndicate. Although the secréts 
of the Grand Jury room were closely 
guarded, the Cummins and Reichmann 
versions of their dealings with the City 
Chamberlain and others are well known 
to their friends: 


Cummins had insisted “to his fries 
that he knows Mayor Gaynor. He denies 
that he knows Mayor Gaynor’s son 
Rufus, who according to the story told 
on Thursday by Chief Bank Examiner M. 
W. Hutchins, was also claimed as a friend 
by Cummins. He s@ys he met Mayor 
Gayner at a dinner more than a year 
ago, was introduced by one of the “ big 
men” of New York, and had a long talk 
with the Mayor. Mr. Gaynor denies ever 
having met Cur-mins. Cummins’ 8 counsel, 
Baldwin, also says that so far 
as he knows Cummins and Mayor Gaynor 
were not acquaintances,

BIG RISING IN PUEBLA. 


Slaughter by Federals Resented—Stu- 
dent Disorders in the Capital. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MEXICO CITY, April 20.—The hornet’s 
nest has béen knocked from the limb in 
the State of Puebla. Following the fight 
near Matamoras on Wednesday, in which 
the Federal mathine guns did terrible 
execution among the poorly armed and 
undrilled insurrectos,. the whole country- 
side is reported to be swarming to take

Silverman Tells Public Good 
Soclety\ of the. Work. 


The Rev. Dr. Joseph Silverman e4- 
dressed the Public Good Society in the 
north ballroom of the Hotel. AStor last 
night on “ The Good Work of 
cieties.”” - Dr. Silverman explained that 
the great problem conffonting the Jewish 
population in New York is to provide for 
the large numbers of exiles fleeing op- 
pression in Russia. Most» of these, he 
said, have had to leave thelr property be- 
hind and arrive heré-almost penniless. 

Benevolence rather than charity ds the 
object of the relief work carried on by 
Jewish organizations in this city, he ex- 
plained.

In thousands of cases families 
thus assisted have joined in the work of 
reliev ag 3 later arrivals or those who have 
fallen into distress.

BRITISH COPYRIGHT BILL. 


Proposed New Law Provides Impris- 
onment. for Piracy Instead of Fine. 


LONDON, April 21.—The Government's 
long-promised Copyriglt Dfll has passed 
its second reading in the House of Com- 
mons. The measure not only sete forth 
amendments based on the Copyright Con- 
vention of 1908, but codifies the common 
law on copyright and the existing stat- 
utes, numbering about twenty. 

Copyright under the -amended law 
would run as a general rule duriing the 
life of the author and fifty years after. 
Foreign authors may acquire copyright 
by making first publication within the 
British Dominions, but may be deprived 
of it by the Government if the country to 
which. they. belong refuses adequate pro- 


tection to British authors.

The Interesting Story of India Paper 


7 pepe paper is the name given to a very'thin and light but tough and opaque kind of 


paper used for making books of which it is desirable to reduce the bulk and weight 
to a minimum without impairing durability or affecting the legibility of the type. 
The name was originally given in England, about the middle of the 18th century, to a 
soft absorbent paper imported from China, where it was made by hand. The name 
probably originated in the prevailing tendency of those times to describe as ‘‘Indian”’ 
anything that came from the Far East (as, for example, Indian ink). This so-called 


India paper was used for printing the earliest and finest impressions of engravings, hence 
known as “India proofs.” 


How It First. Came From the Far East 


The name of India paper is now chiefly associated with European (especially British) 
machine made, thin, opaque printing papers used in the highest class of book-printing. 


_ In 1841 an Oxford graduate brought to England from the Far East a small quantity of 


extremely thin paper, which was manifestly tougher and more opaque, for its weight, 
than any paper then made in Europe. He presented it to the Oxford University Press, 
which, in 1842, used it for 24 copies of the smallest Bible then in existence—diamond 
24mo. These books were scarcely a third of the usual thickness and were regarded 


with great interest; one was presented to Queen Victoria and the rest to other eminent 
persons. 


Re-invented in England 


In 1874 a copy of the India paper Bible fell into the hands of Henry Frowde, and 
experiments were instituted at the Oxford University paper-mills at Wolvercote with 
the object of producing similar paper. In.1875 an impression of the Bible, similar in 
all respects to that of 1842, was placed on sale by the Oxford University Press. This 
feat of compression was regarded as astounding, the demand was enormous, and since 


then hundreds of thousands of these India paper Bibles have been — by the Press 
both at Oxford and Cambridge. 


Tests at the Paris Exposition 


The marvels of compression achieved by the use of India paper created great in- 
terest at the Paris Exposition in 1900. Its strength was as remarkable as its lightness; 
volumes of 1,500 pages were suspended for several months by a-single leaf, as 
thin as tissue, and when they were examined at the close of the Exposition 
it was found that the leaf had not started, the paper had not stretched and the 
The paper, when subjected to severe rubbing,

like that of chamois leather and a strip 3 in. wide was found to support a weight 
of 28 lbs. without yielding. 


Materials and Production 


The material used in the manufacture of India paper is chiefly rag, with entire free- 
dom from mechanical wood pulp. The remarkable opacity of modern: India paper is 
seg 4 due to the admixture of a large proportion of mineral matter which is retained by 
the fibres. | 

There is no India paper.produced in the United States. In the whole world there 
are only nine mills that manufacture it—two in England, two in Germany, ie in Italy, 
one in France, one in Holland and one in Belgium. .

POLICE DRIVE CROWD AWAY 


Scramble for Precious Stones Is Fore- 
stalled and Clerks Gather Up the 
Gems and Broken Glass In Buckets.

A weather-beaten old yellow-white horse, 
dragging a delivery wagon of a Brooklyn 
sausage casemaker, gbjected when Traf- 
fic Policeman Daly held up a warning 
hand to. stop north-bound traffic at 
Broadway and Maiden Lane yesterday 
morning. The driver, sixteen-year-old 
George Heitzman- of 250 Hudson Street, 
ibrought the old horse to a. sharp halt 
that pulled him rearing up on his hind 
legs. For the first time in its patient 
sausage-hauling serivtude, the old horse 
decided to revolt. 

It's a far ery fro hauling sausage 
cases to dealing in diamonds; but it was 
only a stone’s toss from the street to the 
window of William Barthman, a jeweler, 
on the northeast corner. In the window 
sparkled diamond rings and pins and 
brooches worth ‘$250,000 or $300,000. 
Barthman said, The horse didn’t stop to 
calculate .values,’ but with more agility 
than horse sense made a leap for the 
window. 

The next moment, amid a clatter of 
shattered plate glass, he wag sprawling 
inside the window, and a goodly part of 
the $250,000 worth of diamonds were scat- 
tered, rolling and glittering outside of it. 

Diamonds don’t rain upon Broadway 
every day, and it didn’t take long to draw 
a crowd of several hundred persons. The 
horse, frightened by the shouts and the 
boy tugging on the lines, struck out with 
its hoofs. each blow scattering gold, 
platinum, and precious stones in every 
direction. 


William Barthman, Jr., C. B. Seamon, 
his manager, and half a dozen clerks 
rushed out to\remonstrate with the horse 
and shove back the crowd, arriving ahead 
of Policeman Daly and Policemen Moran 
and Roberts, whom Daly’s whistle brought 
from Dey Street. The prompt arrival of 
the police forced the crowd back before 
any of the jewelry disappeared. 

Col. Henry Bartman of the Forty-sev- 
enth Regiment, N. G., head of the firm, 
was in the store with Capt. Wyllie of the 
Ninth Coast Artillery and Lieut. John F. 
Friebele of the Twenty-second Engineers 
when the horse crashed into the window. 
The. three officers rushed out, grabbed 
the’ horse by the bridle, and yanked it 
amid a shower of precious stones toward 
ithe street, but a shaft of the wagon 
smashed the next window, filled with 
trays of watches, before the animal was 
calmed. 

Then the head of the firm, his clerks, 
and the reserves of the Old Slip Station, 
who came up with Capt. Hogan, gathered 
up in buckets, pails, and dustpans every 
glittering particle, including the broken 
glass. Everywhere lay mangled and bat- 
tered gold rings with settings twisted or 
missing, while a gaping, dazed crowd of 
more than 1,000 men, women, and office 
boys looked on. -— 

When his clerks had cleaned up the 
sidewalk and carried a dozen boxes of 
valuable sweepings to safety in the cellar 
William Barthman, Jr., said that only 
the prompt arrival of the police had saved 
his firm from a heavy loss.

Made and Lost Fortunes on the 
“Race Tracks Here and 
in England. 


FAILED’IN HOTEL BUSINESS 


Dropped Out of Public Notice Seven 
Years Ago—Believed in Fasting 
as a Cure for Disease. 


Col. Francis Theodore Walton, famous 
two decades ago as ‘Plunger Walton,” 
through hjs operationson the race tracks 
of this country and of England, died at 
his home, 622 West 114th Street, yester- 
day. Many of his former friends, who 
had not heard of ‘him since he failed as 
lessee of the Grand. Hotel in 1894 and 
soon afterward dropped out of active 
business affairs, had long thought him 
dead, . 

“Plunger Walton”. obtained his other 
title of Colonel through service. on the 
staff of Gov. Curtin, the war Governor 
of Pennsylvania, fifty years ago, Later 
he was a large holder of mining and 
railroad stocks, but lost his property at 
the time of the mine riots in Pennsylva- 
nia in 1877. It was then he took to the 
game of horse racing. In 1881 he went 
to England and startled bookmakers 
there by betting operations that netted 
him $100,000 in a day, or lost him a sim- 
ilar amount on a single race, In this one 
season, it is estimated, he took $500,000 
from the British bookmakers by backing 
heavity the Keene and Lorillard colts, 
Foxhall and Iroquois. 

He returned to this country and started 
in the hotel business, having charge of 
the St. James in this city until 1883. In 
that year she returned te England for 
another “killing,” only it was the Eng- 
lish bookmakers who’ did the killing this 
time. Walton never would tell how 
much he lost or in any way refer to’ the 
fact that he had lost. He confided his 
troubles to no one. 

In 1888 he leased the Hotel Stockton at 
Cape May, N. J., and in 1893 the Grand 
Hotel in this city. On the first day of 


January following he made an assign- 
ment to his brother, Charles L. Walton, 
in favor of creditors. In 1897 he’ became 
Proprietor of the Brighton Beach Hotel. 

His next venture was in 1 with the 
Hotel Victoria, for which he negotiated 
and closed a deal, ten days after he had 
filed a petition in bankruptcy saying 
that he owed $160,000 and had not a cent 
to pay his obligations. A creditor in 
Philadelphia, hearing of the leasing of 
the hotel at a big rental, haled Walton 
into court to explain why his own claim 
should not be pete. Walton testified that 
he had leased the Victoria from the estate

HARLEM RIVER REGATTA.

_ By ap/ unanimous vote of the members 
of the Harlem River Rowing Association, 
it was'decided at a special meeting of the 
association held last night! to hola the 
Decoration Day regatta just as originally 
planned.

The Nassau, Harlem, Metropolitan, and 
Wydnoke Boat Clubs were the ones who 
had their buildings destroyed by the fire, 
and it was, suggested that their repre- 
sentatives tell the meeting just what 
crews they had m planning to enter 
for the regatta prior to the fire, so that 
the delegates might know what boats 
and quarters -these four clubs needed. 
An immediate response was made to this 
suggestion and arrangements made on the 
spot in many cases for the other clubs 
to lend their unfortunate feighbors suit- 
able equipment. 


The Metropolitan Club was the strongest 
for having the regatta held without ‘any 
postponement, and when the other clubs 
offered to lend them boats and quarters, 
President Charles Bergen of the Metro- 
politans stated that they would enter an 
eight, a four, a four-oared sig, and a 
double. Capt. Nagel of the Harlem Row-

POLITICS AND THE SCHOOLS. 

We publish in another column a let- 
tér from Mr. ABRAHAM FLEXNER, who 
has acquired an. enviable reputation as 
an expert in the various educational 

- systems. of the United States. His 
field, of study is broad and has becn 
intelligently covered. He dddresses 
Tae Tiuxs with regard to thé change 
in the administratian of the schools of 
New York proposed in the charter sub- 
mitted tothe Legislature with tht ap- 
proval of Mayor GarnoR. The essence 
of this change lies in the proposal to 
.replace the present Board of Education, 
“eomposed of unpaid members, exercis- 
ine a reasonably independent auther- 
ity, by a board of paid members, form- 
ing a department-of the City Govern- 
ment, with all policies and all acts of 
/ organization and administration under 
the ultimate direction of the Board of 
Estimate and the Aldermen, who would 
ultimately control appropriations, 

Mr: Fuexngr shows that while this 
change is in seeming logical analogy 
with the mode of conducting other de- 
partments of the City Government, the 
analogy and the logic fail in reality, 
because the business required is entire- 
ly different. We do not think that he 
exaggerates, he rather understates, the 
immense importance of reasonable con- 
tinuity in the work ef the schools, and 
this would be impossible were they 

> subjected to the inevitable influence of 
partisan politics that would follow 
placing them within the general sys- 
tem of city Administration. We do not, 
of course, mean by continuity absten- 
tion from change. On the contrary, we 
mean continuous and connected prog- 
ress which requires fairly stable expert 
guidance,’ in order to work out ad- 
vances with proper’ relation to the 
needs and the opportunities of the 
schools. That kind of guidance can be 
hed only under conditions of substan- 
tial independence, reasonable tenure, 
and direct, workable responsibility. It 
cannot be had at all from a system in’ 
which power and responsibility are di- 
vided, in which several bodies have 
nearly equal voice, and in which the 
baleful intervention of politics is pos- 
sible. - 

i Sag be told that the present 
syste is by no means perfect. We 
should be the last to deny it. We have 
Critécised it sharply. We expect to 
have to do so in the future if it be con- 
tinued. But all our criticism and that 
of others, undertaken in a spirit of loy- 
alty to the best interests of the schools, 

‘has been addressed to officials who are 
sensitive to it when it is reasonable, 
who have right aims, who are respon- 
sible and résponsive to intejligent pub-

THE NEWS FROM MEXICO. 


The special correspondent of TxD

ug; | NEW Yor« Tams in the Mexican capt- 


tal, Mr. STePHEN BoNsaL, has been of

He has thrown 
new light on the situation, in Mexico 
by his sagacity. and energy. Ile has 
“To Tup SuNDAY 
Times he contributed, by telegraph, the 
most illuminative and coherent account 
of the Mexican situation that had yet 
been printed: Thursday morning his 
@ispatch revealed the actual tenor of 
the reply by the Mexican Foreign Of- 
fice to the inquiry of our State De- 
partment touching the killing of Amer- 
ican citizens on their own soil by Mexi- 
can bullets. Some. passages in that 
note were ill-considered, and ynwar- 
-/ranted by. the facts, and they have 
been withdrawn. The temper of the 
Mexican Government revealed in the 
original~ note, however, was one that 
our own Government can well afford to 
view with equanimity, and many if not 
most of our people are likély to view 
fympathetically. The international 
uvestion involved in the incident at 
Agua Prieta and Douglas is one with 
two very, distinct sides, and President 
Tart’s practical statesmanship is clear- 
ly and admirably indicated in his mes- 
sage to Gov. Stoan of Arizona. We 
are assured now that the disposition of 
the Mexican Government is tq avoid 
all injury to American life and prop- 
erty in its effort to crush the rebellion 
along the northern border. ¢ 

Mr. Bonsat’s dispatches have made 
the situation much more comprehensi- 
ble to Americans, and they have also 
indicated the great extent of the disaf- 
fection in the sister republic, and the 
grave peril which confronts the Gov- 
ernment in the National Palace. His 
report yesterday of an interview with 
Mr. Liwanrour indicates that the vis- 
ion of the Government is clear, and 
that the courage of this one important 
menper of it, at least, has.not abated. 
That the insurrectos are “ determined 
upon- the irrevocable ruin of their 
country ” Mr, LIMANTOUR believed as 
lately as Thursday. His estimate of 
MADERO, the rebel leader, is somewhat 
surprising’ as it imparts new interest 
to the character of that until lately 
unknown member of a branch of a pow- 

erful family. 

Mr. LIMANTOUR condemns him as @ 
dreamer and a bookish man; but the 
facts show him to be, at this moment, 
the acknowledged and very active lead- 
er in the field of a formidable armed 
uprising. MAappro is also condemned 
by his eminent contemporary as a ves- 
etarian (many Mexicans eat very little 
animal food) and a Spiritualist. Per- 
haps he. sees spirits and hears “ voices.”. 
But mysticism, of a sort, should not be 
considered uncommon in~a country 
where people of education still hang 
lights out of their bedroom windows at 
night to keep off the evil spirits. Mr. 
MApDERO may also be an anti-vivisec- 
tionist and a Baconian, but it must be 
admitted that he has made.a tremen- 
dous impression on his time, in spite of 
any vagaries he may cherish, and from 
a very small beginning, too. Mr. 
LimantTour’s description of him lends 
him nef distincfion. 


REALTY AND~RAPID TRANSIT. 

The auction on Thursday of the Mc- 
Caddin estate in Eastern Brodklyn af- 
torded an exceptional epportunity for 
comparison of actual and assessed val- 
uations. One parcel of sixteen lots, 
near the Williamsburg Bridge,. brought 
$98,000, although assessed at but $73,- 
800. Another parcel, assessed at §15,- 
200, brought $27,500, another. brought 
$8,000 ‘above the assessment, five 
houses brought $17,500, although as- 
sessed for $10,000. Twéenty-two Fiat- 
bush lots, assessed at $10,550, brought 
$12,000. Other cases similar are too 
mrumerous to mention, and in no case is 
it reported that the price, more or less 
peremptory as auction sales are, was 
below the assessed value. On the same 
day the taxpayers of the Fifth Ward of 
Queens (the Rockaways) formally re- 
solved that they were very badly treat- 
ed by the assessors, in the manner of 
protest from pretty nearly all Brooklyn 
when the valuations were first an- 
nounced. 

There are here several points of inter- 
est. The most obvious is the vindication 
of the assessors so far as these facts go. 
A second ‘point is the moderate prices 
paid in a district which might be sup- 
posed to be subject to enhaneement of 
values thro nearness of t 
and the conyenience of access to it. The

On the other hand, any 
investment, of taxes in any other bor- 
ough is in a sense’ a discrimination 
against every other borough, and a 
strengthening of a competition. In this 
respect the Bronx is ‘the envy of all the 
other boroughs, and its demands are 
more narrowly. watched than ever be- 
fore. The tables do not go far enough 
back to show its full gain, for its values 
were double those of the other Dor- 
oughs, except Manhattan, at, the fOst 
year given, The point to be noted is 
that they remain double those of Brook- 
lyn now, and that Brooklyn’s values are 
depressed by the lack of what gave the 
Bronx its leadership. ‘The Bronx, first 
came within the. five-cént zone for 
either the surface or Subway cars, and 
almost all Brooklyn Hes outside it even 
now: There are more tracks to Brook- 
lyn and Queens than to the Bronx; but 
there are fewer cars, and double fares 
for the. most part. 

This is usually thought of as a hard- 
ship to Brooklyn, but is really & greater 
hardship to the city. To begin with, the 
city has an investment of $100,000,000 
in easterly transit facilities which is 
not bringing In the returns it should 
either to citizens oF to. the city, If 
those facilities were utilized to the same 
extent as the facilitles to the north, it 
would be reasonable to expect such a 
percentage of growth in values as was 
realized in the Bronx. ‘A doubling of 
the real estate values in Breoklyn, as in 
the Bronx, would*give the city to-day 
taxes upon two Dfilions of dollars, or 
four times the present values In the 
Bronx, for Brooklyn's area is relatively 
large. The real grievance of Brooklyn 
is not in its tax valuations, against 
which it protested so strongly, but in 
the deficiency of its transportation fa- 
cilities. All Brooklyn is more interested 
in having its values raised’ by the same 
thing which raised the Bronx valua- 
tions than in having its valuations re- 
duced. Its grievance is not against the 
Tax Office, whose attention {fs naturally 
attracted by the deficiency in yalues; 
but against the influences which delay 
the city’s coming into its own by transit 
betterments. , 

Facts are lacking by which to test 
the grievance of Queens. The protest- 
ants of this week never were in the 
single fare zone, but their transit facil- 
ities have been enormously bettered. 
They are within the electric zone, and 
have choice of access either to Brooklyn 
or to the Pennsylvania’s new station. 
Moreover, all of Queens is living in hope 
of having .soon opened facilities. of 
travel which long have existed, but 
which have benefited Queens no more 
than Brooklyn. ‘ Queens generally is 
now in the speculative stage from which 
the city so largely benefited by the 
Brenx boom. Its land values have dou- 
bled, and actually exceéd those of the 
Bronx per capita. If the activity and 
strength of the Quéens realty market 
existed In Brooklyn, it is likely that the 
tax complaints would have been fewer. 
Brooklyn’s complaint was thet its val- 
ues were stagnant or declining whilé 
its taxes were rising, not that its valua- 
tions were excessive compared with 
other boroughs. If Queehs values are 
high the taxpayers may solace them- 
selves by the thought that their prop- 
erties give promise of further advance, 
and that generally they have an option 
to escape.their tax increases’ by taking 
their profits. In all cases there is a 
single moral—transit improvements 
should ‘be hastened in the interest of 
the taxgatherers as well es of the 


taxpayers,

PHYSICAL EDUCATION OF GIRLS. 
The reported “clash” between Di- 

rector Sakcent of the Harvard gym- 

nasium .and Prof. Trier of Amherst 

College, at the meeting of the American 

Physical Education Association in Bos- 

ton, on the question of how much ex- 

ercise is suitable for girls, was due 
to a temporary misunderstanding. ‘Tum 

Es is informed by each of tHese au- 

thorities that they are in substantial 
agreement. If by “heavy work,” Dr, 
SARGENT says, Prof. TrneR meant the 
lifting of heavy weights, the bearing of 
heavy burdens, or engaging in long en- 
durance tests in running, dancing, bas- 
ket ball, and so on, there is no: ques- 
tion that this should be foreidden girls 
of the grammar school age. ‘ Prof. 
TYLER urged that they be forbidden. 
But the gymnasts and physica! trainers 
also mean by “ heavy work” the use of 
heavy or fixed apparatus. Both Prof. 
Trzer and Dr. SARGENT believe that 
the use by girls of horizdntal and par- 
allel bars, suspended rings and vault- 
ing bucks, climbing ropes, poles, and 
ladders at the age when children natu- 
rally.take to climbing trees and fences 
and thoroughly enjoy it, is the best 
thing that can be prescribed. 

Such exercises strengthen the funda- 
mental muscles of the trunk and limbs 
upon which the development of the 
heart, lungs, brain, and nervous system 
depends. They are, as Prof. Trim 
states, “the main gefense against hys- 
teria and all forms of nervous weak- 
negs.” If girls do not learn to handle 
their own weight while children, they 
never learn, as they tend to grow rela- 
tively heavier and more inactive as they 
become adults. The following statement 
by Dr. Sarcent is a part also of Prof. 
TYLER’s doctrine: ~ 

What most growing girls, as well as 
stowing boys, need is a frequent \ 
change of organic activity, and hard 
enough work for their muscles to 
allay nervous irritability and give 
them a motor outlet for their pent-up 
feelings and emotions, 

Curiously enough, the physical con- 
dition of girls and boys in the urban 
schools is superior to that of pupils in 
the rural schools of the United States, 
Out-of-door play in the country fs not 
systematized as it well can be, and as 
it is systematized in the playgrounds 
of the cities.

were fifty members present. Leopold 


Plaut, President of the Hebrew Chari- 
ties, was there, and he. said that he ex-

“We need money for our work,” he

year, and it is your business as well as 
mine. At the rate we are supporting 
them they get 10 cents per capita a day. 
If you were individually supporting that 
family you could not give them as little 
as that; you would say it was not de- 
cent; and yet, because you have the ‘offi- 
cers of the society between you and the 
poor as buffers, you\ will not make it 
possible for us to give more. This ig a 
woman's job, for¢t is largely for women, 
and the women do not give enough. 

“I have always taken money for the 
charities where I could get it. I have 
not been particular where it came from. 
This is work the women can do. ‘They 
should charge themselves with the care 
of their sisters. We have set many fami- 
lies up in business—some men with push- 
carts, women in notion or delicatessen 
stores. The women can help here with 
their patro e and their advice. You 
can't do much actual work until after 
the Summer vacation, but you can en- 
list your friends.”’ 

Morris D. Waldman said that while 
other charitable organizations were get- 
ting appropriations from the city for 
thelr work, the Hebrew Charities did the 
work the other societies did not do, and 
without assistance except voluntary con- 
aK ee ¢ 

“We care for more orphans than 
Jewish orphan asylums, take care = 
more invalids and tuberculosis patients, 
and care for more aged than are in the 
homes for the aged.’

From the start, it wag learned yester- 
day, the committee -has realized:.that it 
was dealing with a delicate matter. If 
the subject of Dr. van Dyke's resignation 
was to be reopened, the committee was 
conyinced that he must be approached 
only with the utmost tact. ‘

offer Dr. van Dyke, who until his résig- 
nation was professor of English litera- 
ture, the post of Dean of Religious In- 
struction and Worship, to bé created es- 
peeially for him. .
